Surgery 
remains my favorite, and I run about 50-60 majors per year. The out-patient load 
runs an average of 1500 visits per month on plantation people, with an additional 
-300 or more private visits, to say nothing of babg clinics and em obstetrical ser- 
vice of about 120 babies per year. Then too, there are certain duties associated: 
‘with being government physician, local registrar, coroner, U.S. Public Health 
Surgeon, etc., in a district which dravs from a population of 5,000 people. The 
only semblance of assistance is a Japanese doctor who is noncooperative, anti». 
plantation and who has a very limited practice. Give my fondest aloha to the
